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LEAD ELECTION 


In the election of Mayor G. 8. Arm- 
strong to a second term of office in 
Edmonton and to his first term as 
chief magistrate of Greater Edmontoa 
by a substantial majority, the elec- 
tion of ten aldermé@n, three of whom 
are from JSouth Edmonton and the 


election of seven school trustees, twe 
weeks of the most strenuous munici- 
pal campaigning Edmonton has ever 
experienced, came to an end last night. 
Although the vote was smaller than 
had been expected, interest was at a 
high pitch and every inch of the con- 
test was fought right to the poles. 
The totat vote this™year was 2865 
votes. Two years ago the mayorality 
vote was 2149 for Edmonton alone. 
Thee vote Was little More than thirty 
per cent. of the total ratepayers list 
for Greater Edmotiton, Eight thous- 
and are on the list and approximately 
thirty per cent. are non-resident rate- 
payers. Of the resident ratepayers 
little over half voted in the mayorality 


contest, 
Armstrong Has 719 Majority. 
Armstrong was elected by a majority 


of 719, the vote being:

He led in all but two of the twelve 
polls. 

Of the ten aldermen elected, five 
have served either on the Edmonton 
or Strathcona councils. They are; 
Aldermen Calder and ‘Tipton on the 
South Side, and Lundy, Gowan and 
McInnis, in Edmonton. In Strathcona 


one anti-amalgamation alderman was 
elected in Calder, who was an oppon- 
ent-of the malgamation bill, 

Grindley was the only member 
jast year's council who was defeated 
at the polls this election. 

H. W. B. Douglas heads the polls 
with a total vote of 1640. He showed 
his popularity by large votes on both 


sides of the river. 
Long Time In Counting. 

Especially heavy vote was polled at 
the east and north end booths and at 
the Jasper West booth. It was near- 
ly three o'clock this morning before 
the count at the booth at the corner 
of Fifth street and Jasper avenue was 


completed. The total yote on the 
South side was @ little short of five 
hundred. 


Firat Lady For Trustee. 

Miss Bessie Nicholls, the first wo- 
man to contest an election in Edmon.- 
ton was second on the poll for school 
trustee. Walter Ramsay headed the 
list with 1621 votes. 

The municipal campaign this year 
was unique in many, Ways. It was the 
first municipal election in Greater Ed- 
monton. The campaign as short, 
lasting only two weeks, but during its 
progress was most intense. 

4 Winners Celebrate. 

After the results of the municipal 
election had been announced last even 
ing, the successful candidates were 
serenaded. Mayor Armstrong was car- 
ried shoulder high by an enthusiastic 
crowd, A temporary platform was 
erected on Howard street just north 
nf Jasper avenue. The mayor-elect,

The bills passed during the session, 
to which Lievtenant Governor Bulyea 
gave his apwent yesterday, were 87 in 
number, Altogether ninety-three bills 
were introduced, but seven did not 
become law, one being withdrawn and 
six thrown out. The defeated bills

Some of the Defendants in the 
Dynamite Conspiracy Case 
"May Tell. 


THE CROWN ATTORNEY 
ADMITS NEGOTIATIONS 


Many Not Now Indicted May Be 
At Later Date If Evi- 
dence Secured. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 16,—Intl- i 
mations were said to have been re- 
ceived by the government today that 
some of the defendants In the dyna- 
mite conspiracy cases were preparing 
“to tell all they knew.” 

The statements followed the gov 
ernment’s charges that 40,000 letters 
and telegrams taken from the In- 
ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers showed that 
Frank W. Ryan, the president, Her- 
bert S. Hockin, the second vice presi- 
dent, and members of the executive 
board and business agents conducted 
the dynamite plots through the mail, 
pointed out “Jobs to be blown up, 
and maintained a system of destruc 
tion against non-union iron and steel 
contractors. 

May Be Negotiating. 

Asked if any negotiations had been 
opened with him concerning the de 
fendants, U. 8 District Attorney 
Charles W. Miller said 

“] wouldn't be surprised ff it is 
shown soon that something dike that 
had happened.” 

Ww. H. Harding, counsel for Ryan, 
held a long conference with Mr. will- 
ler today, but it was not disclosed 
what was considered. 

Between now and the arraignment 
before Federal Judge Albert B. An- 
derson here on March 12th, the gov- 
ernment will proceed with prepara- 
tions for the trials, which probably 
will be early in May. Some of the 
defendants reported in various vtties 
as unable to secure bond, may be 
brought here within a week, it Is 
said the government will question as 
many as possible. The federal grand 
jury, which returned the indictments, 
has not been dismissed, and It is said 
after any information warrants it, the 
jurors will be reconvened, 

Many Others Mentioned, 

In this connection dt Is stated that 
while the government brought indict 
ments only 4 suéh instances Ww here 
it expected. a conviction to follow, 
many men were mentioned in the 
testimony who escaped indictment 
because of lack of evidence, W hich 
later the government may come into 
possession of.

START ACTION FOR LIBEL. 


American Financiers Claim Damages 
From David Russell, 
Montreal, Feb. 15.—The latest de- 
velopment in the famous Russell case 
occurred this morning when action 
was entered in the superior court by 
John Patterson, manufacturer, of 
Pittsburg, and Frances Allen of New 
York, against Mr. David Russell, fin- 
ancier, in the first case for $25,000 
and in the second for $5,000, the ac- 

tions in both cases being for libel. 

Patterson was one of the chief 
figures in the Russell conspiracy case, 
which came before’ the courts 
October last, and which ended in a 
defeat for Mr, Russell, who has since 
announced his intention of carrying 
the case to appeal. 

APOSTLE IN MONTREAL,

What was probably the keenest 
fight of the session was waged on 
Thursday night in committee in 


the legislature over the Act to Regu- 
late Real Estate Operations,introduced 
by Geo. P, Smith, Camrose, The two 
bills which had been up in the com- 
mittee prior to the real estate bill 
were both beheaded. Many of the 
members thought this a premonitioa 
of the fate which awaited Mr. Smith's 
bill, which was known to have num- 
erous oppcments, When Mr. Smith 
joined the chairman of the committee 
on the floor, J. K. Cornwall said they 
did not need the bill and they shouli 
not give people outside the preavince 
the impression that they did. He 
moved that ‘he chairman leave the 
chair, 

Cries of “agreed,” “agreed,” follow- 
ing the motion, came from all parts 
of the House. The committee seemed 
almcst unanimous, and any less en- 
thusiastic author of a bill than Mr 
Smith was would have submitted there 
and then to defeat. Mr. Smith, how- 
ever, Was determined not to give in 
and when the first storm of opposi- 
tion had spent itself he calmly went 
to work to 29nvince his opponents of 
the good points in the bill. 

It did not need the introduction 
of the bill, said Mr, Smith, to make 
known the fact that there were illegi- 
mate transactions in the real estate 
field in Alberta. The effort to deal 
with illegitimate transacticns wquid 
redound to the credit of Alberta and 
was the very best kind of advertising. 
It Was not the intention of the bill 
to injure the real estate business. He 
eid not think the bill should be killed 
after it had received the endorsation 
of the entire press of the province 
and ‘outside, the boards of trade, and 
the city councils of Edmonton end 
Calgary, and other»places. It was also 
endorsed by the better element in the 
real estate business. 

“If you want real estate operations 
to be killed just let illegitimate work 
go on,” Mr, Smith warned the com- 
mittee. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton suggested that 
clause three of the bill, which was a 
very good one, should be included in 


the amendments to the statute law. 
(Clause three provides for the regis- 


"tration of all siile Pl@hs at the land 


titles office.) 

Mf. Smith contended that clauses 
four and five, restrictityg the size of 
sub-divisions and providing for the 
clear indication of all topcegraphical 
features on sale plans were equally as 
@o0d as clause three. 

nother inJucement to sidetrack 
Was Held out to MP. Smith by Frank 
Walker, Victoria, who suggested that 
the bill. might: be introduced at tho 
beginning of next. sessiem to allow of 
more time being given to the consid- 
eration of it, Mr, Smith said he al- 
lowed himself to be persuaded to post- 
pene the bill las: year in the hope that 
the evils might disappear. The evils 
had net disappeared and. would be- 
ccrne worse in the future, Already 
three townsites had been placed on 
the market for Dunvegan and it was 
net known into which the railroad 
would run, Mr. Smith admitted fa” 
reply to Bramlcy-Moore that a man 
who bought Punvegan real estate at 
the present time was a bit of @& 
gambler.

A NEW SCHOOL IN THE 
HUDSON'S BAY RESERVE 


School Board Considers Suggestion of 
Supt. McCaig, Who Advises Erec- 
tion of Large School on Board's 
Property in the Reserve—3,182 
School Ohildren in Attendance ‘n 
January. 


The regular meeting of the school 
board held last night was brief, the 
trustees confinning themseélyes to 
winding up the business of the year. 
An Interesting feature of the meet- 
in regard to 
the beard’s program In the building of 
schools. Supt, McCaig suggested that 
the board should bulld a large school 
cn the property owned in the Had- 
son's Bay reserve. The superintend- 
ent stated that it is becoming the 
tendency In all the larger cities to 
build large schools. He suggested the 
building of a sixteen-roomed schcol 


which could be increased to twenty 
rooms if necessary. 

“The price of real estate,” said 
Chairman W. H. Clark, ‘1s forcing 


us to build targer schools. When we 
are foreed to pay $200,000 for five 
sites the cost of building schools rises 
to an enormous figure.”” 

It was the cpinion of the board that 
too large schools are not desirable as 
it tends to make “cyoerhs of the child- 
ren,” ag Trustee Cushing expressed !t. 
On the cther hand a fifteen or twenty 
roomed school is perfectly feasible. 

The medical inspector reported 646 
examinations during the month at the 
High school, Queens Avenue school, 


and the overflow rooms cf Queens 
avenue school at the High school 
building. A total of 277 pupils or 


42.87 per cent. were found defective 
in some respect, 

The building commissioner repori- 
ed that in acccrdance with a resolution 
passed by. the board, a hockey rink 
had been constructed at the High 
school, 

The report of the committee on 
butlding and grounds, was adopted, re- 
commending the purchase of one hun- 
dre@ loads of cinders fer the tennis 
courty and running track at the High 
school at an approximate cost of $250. 

The attendance at the Edmonton 
schools for the month @id not come 
quite up to’ expectations but this was 
caused, as Superintendent McCaig ex- 
plained tn his report, by a large num- 
ber of absentees due to measies and 
other si¢kness. The attendance for the 
month was 3,182, 

The school board purposes lending 
all assistance possible to the truant 
officer in the case which he has 
brought against the City Messenger 
service, who are charged with em- 
pleytng two boys under the school 
age. The board promised to furnish 
the truant officer with counsel in case 
the attorney general's department fail- 
e¢ to take up‘the matter. The case 
will coine up for hearing In the police 
court next Monday.

for Purpose by French Senate. 


Paris, Feb, 16—A great national 
movement is afoot to equip the Frenca 
army with the finest aerial fleet in the | 
world, The agitation follows upon th» | 
action of the government in setting | 
aside over $6,000,000 for the complete | 
restoration of the army air corps. 
Airships and aeroplanes are to be 
the fourth and fifth arms respectivel 
of the military service. War Minister 
Millerande, who is taking every op- 
portunity to encourage the Tevival of 
}Atriotism, is determined that France 
shall keep the advantage she alrealy 
passesses in the air over other nations. 
In &@ speech in the senate last Tuesday 
he drew attention to the importance of 
decentralization in the command ‘ot 
the air corps, and the placing of aerial 
units at the disposal of every army 
corps. He was able to state thet at the |
